- In 
an address delivered at a western 
state fair, September 80, 1859 he gave 
voice to the following thoughts. We 
would do well to take these thoughts 
from the great Lincoln to heart at 
this time. 

“No other human occupation op- 
ens so wide a field for the profitable 
and agreeable combination of labor 
with cultivated thought as agricul- 
ture. I know of nothing so pleasant 
to the mind as the discovery of any- 
thing that is at once new and valuable 
-—nothing that so enlightens and 
sweetens toil—as the t:or-ful pursuit 
of such discovery. And how vast and 
how varied is the field of agriculture 
for such discovery! The mind, already 
trained to thought in the country 
schools or higher schools, cannot fail 
to find there an exhaustless source of 
enjoyment. Every blade of grass is 
a study; and not grass alone, but soils, 
seeds and seasons, hedges, ditches and 
fences, draining, droughts and irriga-

R. J. Baldwin, director of Exten- 
sion work at M. A. C., together with 
hice family spent his vacation, the 
last two weeks in August at Higgins 
Lake. Even tho taking his first vac- 
ation in four years, Mr. Baldwin took 
occasion to improve his knowledge 
on the actual conditions and prob- 
lems in these counties by accompany- 
ing the County Agent on several 
trips. In the course of these, trips 
he was in practically all the com-‘ 
munities of both counties, and had an: 
opportunity to see the crops being 
actually grown on all kinds of lands 
in the counties. He took consider- 
able pains to get tab on the extent of, 
the various kinds of land, cutover: 
pine, swamp, muck, jack pine plains,! 
ete. Mr. Baldwin expressed himself 
in saying that he would not take a 
yreat deal for the first hand infor- 
mation he had acquired, and felt 
that henceforth he would have a per- 
sonal knowledge of conditions, lands, 
character of people, crops, seagons,! 
etc., that would be invaluable to him’ 
in-his work along the line of helping 
solve the great problem of making 
agriculture a success in northern 
Michigan. 


The Grange picnic at Higgins 
Lake was very successful in every- 
thing except point of numbers there 
being sixty present. Threshing, 
corn cutting, ete., explains the small 
attendance. 


The poultrv demonstratio: conduct- 
ed by E. C. Forman, Extension Spe- 
cialist, at St. Helen was very succes 
ful, and Mr. Forman was very much 
impressed with the showing made by 
the St. Helen Cooperative Poultry 
association. The class of birds kept 
and the method of doing business 
made a very good impression on him. 
The only thing he advised was the 
installation of electric lighting, which 
he informed his bearers was no long- 
er a fad, or susceptible to argument, 
hecause it had been demonstrated 
that electric lighting increases the 
output of poultry from 20 to 30 per 
cent. 

The demonstration booked for Ros- 
common and to which at least a doz- 
en farmers had promised to bring 
in fowls, was a dead failure, as not a 
single farmer came in. There is no 
question that it is worth at least $25 
per year on an ordinary farm flock 
to know how to properly cull them, 
and this was the point that Mr. For- 
man was demonstrating particularly. 
From the cullings already made in 
Michigan it is estimated that 30 per 
cent of the farm flocks are not layers 
but boarders and do not come within 
a dollar per year of self support. 
There are estimated to be 1,300,000 
hens in Michigan, 400,000 of which 
are slackers. Mr. Forman in his 
travels has culled over 100,000 now. 
With eggs, feed, and hens at present 
prices it does not pay to have slack- 
ers and millinery hens, and it would 
seem as tho people would overlook no 
opportunity to acquire the knowledge 
necessary to rid them out.
